WHEN TRANSPORTS ARRIVE. 


Mole St. Nicholas, June 15—Special—A strong cordon 


has been placed around Camp McCalla, and underbrush for 
five hundred ) ards. bas been cleared away, giving the marines 
a chance to show their head occasionally without running 
risk of being picked off by the Spanish sharpshooters. JSpan- 
iards in small detachments still hover about the camp, firing 
at our men from a safe distance, but fearing to make a com- 
bined attack. A.general bombardment of all the forts and 
military works in the bay was intended yesterday. It is not 
known here yet whether the plan was carried 'out or not. 


Reinforcements Needed. 


Cape Haytien, June 15—Special—Unless troops arrive 


soon, enabling Admiral Sampson to reinforce the detach- 
ment row holding Guantanamo, the position will have to 
be abandoned. 
The marines now on shore are brave and 


determined enough, but are too small in numbers to cope 
with the Spanish forces. 
With a few hundreds added they 


can make their position impregnable to attack. 
These will 


be furnished as soon as the transports from Key West arrive. 
By tomorrow or Friday the occupation of the port can be 
made permanent, and a base for future operations by land. 
The only fear is that the Spaniards, appreciating the danger 
to their cause, will make a determined assault and drive the 
Americans from their position before the arrival of reinforce- 
ments. Admiral Sampson will hold the advantage gained as 
long as possible. 


Manila Will Surrender. 


Washington June 15—Special—Announcement of the 


surrender of Manila to Admiral Dewey is expected hourly. 
The first expedition sent to him was due at the Philippines 
today. The Spaniards have been ready to surrender the 
city for some time, but feared to do so while the insurgents 
were likely to be placed in control, as it would invite a gen- 
tral massacre. As soon as it is seen that the Americans are 
able to hold the insurgents in check the surrender will be 
made, as continued resistance has long been seen to be use- 
less. 


Confirmed by the Censor. 


^Washington, June 15—Special—The government censor 


at Key West confirms the news of the sailing of Gen. Shaft- 
er's expedition given in these dispatches yesterday. His de- 
lay in making the announcement is due to his instructions, 
which are to give out no news until it is twenty-four hours 
old,

Germany is Warned. 


Washington, June 15—Special—The alleged hostile at- 


titude of the German naval commander at Manila is causing 
no uneasiness here. 
Admiral Dewey is now fully able to 


carry out his plans regardless of the couise the German ad- 
miral may pursue. 
Besides, it is known that England has 


sent a note to Berlin informing the emperor that action at 
Manila favoring Spain would be regarded in London as un- 
warrantable and inimical to the policy of Great Britain. This, 
it is thought, will prove sufficient. 


Fear For Their Safety. 


Washington, June 15—Special—Grave apprehension is 


felt at the navy department for the safety of the little band of 
marines at Camp McCalla, Cuba. The second attack on the 
forces was no surprise here. There is no disposition to have 
the marines withdrawn after having secured a foothold. This 
course would only be taken as a last resort to prevent mas- 
sncre, but it is admitted their position is precarious.

SANTIAGO THE DESTINATION, 


Long Delayed MUTO Which Will Plnco 


the Iilniid Under Amerlniii Itulu IIa» 
Commenced—Klentccu TUouiiiml Men 
on the Ships. 


Port Tampa, Fla., June 15.—The sail- 


ing for Santiago of the army of Inva- 
sion which has been so long promised 
Is now un accomplished fact. The last 
of the transports left tho pier at Port 
Tampa Tuesday night. 


The embarkation of the troops had 


been In progress for a number of days 
and a half dozen sailing dates hud been 
set, but It was not until noon Tuesday 
that the flrst ship of tho ileet moved 
down the bay to the gulf. All morning 
they had been loading, and took a posi- 
tion In the bay opposite the flagship 
Segurnncla. In tho midst of the ilect 
of thirty transports were scattered tho 
•war. vessels which composed tho con- 
voy down the bay to the meeting place, 
•where they were joined by the battle- 
ships which formed the main convoy to 
their landing place. 


The gunboats which sailed with tho 


transport fleet from the dock were tho 
Helena, Castlne, Bancroft, Annapolis, 
and Hornet. These are to be Joined be- 
tween Tampa bay and Rebecca shoals 
by the Oregon, Iowa, Terror, and In- 
diana. When the junction of the two 
fleets Is made the transports will form 
Into two divisions of thrco columns, 
•with the Miami leading the right, trans- 
ports according to their number com- 
pleting the line to tho rear. This ar- 
rangement places the flagship about the 
center of the fleet and In this order 
they will proceed to their destination.
